Dinkens grabbed the pistol just at it.

A Surety Company Makes Good 
His Defalcation and is 
Hunting Him. 


When He Came to Southern Califor- 
nia He Brought a Young Woman 
with Him Who Has Since 
Caused Some Trouble. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 9.—(Special 
Dispatch.) James D. Cook, the cashier 
of the Southern Pacific Company, who 
disappeared somewhat over two weeks 
ago, absconded with about $3000 of the 
company’s money Although the of- 
ficials at first denied the shortage, they 
today were compelled to admit that 
Cook took with him that sum. The 
amount has been made good by the 
surety company which is now trying 
to locate the defaulting cashier in the 


| East, with a view to prosecuting him 


| for embezzlement. 

The entire amount missing was 
obtained by Cook from the sale 
of mileage tickets. Cook had en- 
tire charge of this part of the 
general office business, and had the 
handling of all money received in re- 
turn for mileage tickets. A large num- 
ber of mileage tickets had been sent to 
various points about the system for 
which no return had been made. Cook 
pocketed the ‘money paid to him over 
the counter and made it appear on the 
books that he had sent the tickets into 
the country. During the interim which 
he knew would elapse before his short- 
age would be discovered, he managed 
to get out of the State. 

When Cook went to Southern Cali- 
fornia, in charge of the Half-million 
Club’s , excursion, the young woman 


where she was staying, and, failing to 
get a response to her letters, informed 
T. H. Goodman, in a letter, that if 
Cook did not call to see her she would 
make it unpleasant for the cashier. 
Goodman turned over the letter to 
| Cook, and Cook promptly explained 
| that she was to blackmail 
nim. 

Shortly after, the woman ‘created a 
scene in a passenger depot. She told 
Cock what she thought of him, and 
threatened to make his life a burden. 


‘weeks nothing was heard of the wo- 
man. It was during this period that 
Cook began his peculations. He was 
fearful that the woman would cause 
him to lose his position, and his friends 
who knew his relations with the wo- 
man, think that he bought her silence. 
He carried his shortage along, settling 
one account with money received from 
another, until he disappeared.. 

Cook has been traced as far as Ogden 
from tickets he traveled on. The man- 
ner in which Cook obtained tickets for 
his journey to Ogden is regarded by 
Goodman as one of the cleverest tricks 
he ever heard of. Cook spent a vaca-

While at Ager he sent down word that 
he wanted to go farther up the road

THE MAIL . FRAUDS. 


Clerk Colver’s Oific Oificial Head Re- 
ported Likely to Fall. 
(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMBS.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 9.—(Special 
Dispatch.) The latest development in 
the railway mail scandal is that the 
Chronicle’s account of Mail Clerk Col- 
ver’s charges against Superintendent 
Flint have caused the Santa Fe Rail- 
road quietly to investigate the charges 
on its own account. Besides being a 
competitor, the Santa Fe has a special 
grievance in the matter of compensa- 
| tion for carrying the mails. 

According to the best information ob- 
tainable, the Santa Fe people think that 
the Southern Pacific has diverted 
enough business from them by crooked 
methods to cripple their earnings to the 
amount of $160,000 for the ensuing con- 
tract term. The Santa Fe is now on a 
still hunt for more definite evidence of 
the frauds. Some of that company’s 


agents think that the Southern Pacific 


probably used fraudulent scales in mak- 
ing the alleged fictitious weights. 

It is understood in Federal and polit- 
ical circles that one of the most formid- 
able obstacles in Flint's way is Sen- 
ator White. The Senator became inter- 
ested in the charge that the mails 
were stuffed, and he wrote a letter to 
friends in the department, suggesting 
that Flint be investigated by an East- 
ern inspector, so as not to embarrass 
the local officers who have business 
dealings with Flint. The result of the 
Senator’s letter was felt at the local 
office, after which there were hasty 
consultations with Wilder and others of 


the Southern Pacific people. 


It is rumored here today that Flint’s 
friends have secured Colver’s discharge 
and that he may tomorrow receive no- 
tification that his official head has N 
lopped off.

SENATOR CAFFERY TAKES THE 
FLOOR. 


He Claims the Trust Ransacked All 
Corners of the Globe Until They 
Had Secured a Vast Quantity of 
the Sweet Stam. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Senator 
Caffery took the floor when the sugar 
bounty hearing was resumed today He 
began by eliciting from Mr. Bowler a 
brief statement of his position, which 
that gentleman said was based princi- 
pally on the belief that the law was un- 
constitutional. Mr. Caffery then made 
the following propositions as contain- 
ing in brief the 8 . that he would

Second—If judicial function’

Third—Conceding for argument’s sake 
that the bounty law is not constitu- 
tional, it is not so clear as to warrant 
the interpretation that it is unconstitu- 
tional even from a court, much less 
from a ministerial officer. It is not 
prima facie unconstitutional. 

. Fourth—Even conceding the unconsti- 
tutionality of the law, the power lies in 
Congress to appropriate money, espe- 
cially where it is appropriated for the 
purpose of repairing a wrong or injury 
inflicted by Congress itself. He then 
‘proceeded to elaborate these points in 
an argument devoted almost exclusive- 
ly to the constitufionality of the bounty 
sugar law.

Trust became convinced that a duty 
was to be placed on sugar, it had ran- 
sacked all the corners of the globe for 
sugar until in July, 1894, they had se- 
‘cured between 800,000,000 and 1,000,000,000 
pounds more of sugar in this country 
than there had been the year before. 
In consequence of this action the price 
of sugar had been less under the ad 
valorem tariff than when sugar was 
free. He dwelt upon the damage which 
had been done to the sugar industry, 
which, he said, was trembling in the 
balance. Large sugar plantations could 
be bought for a song. 

Mr. Caffery referred to Mr. Bowler’s 
intentions as a proposed usurpation of 
the executive, saying that such action 
was more likely to destroy the Consti- 
tion than rebellion itself. It was more 
destructive than death, sapping the 
vitals of the republic. It was neces- 
sary that the various departments 
should be maintained independent of 
each other. 

“You have,” said he, “invaded the 
judiciary and overthrown it. Let it 
be understood that there is a power con- 
cealed behind all these grants from the 
people, and there is such a thing as an 
end of government and of constitu- 
tional control. I, therefore, beg you to 
pause on the threshhold of this action, 
weigh the dangers and responsibilities 
of the step that you are about to take.” 

Mr. Caffery consumed the entire day 
with his arguments, and as a conse- 
quence the conclusion of the hearing 
was continued until tomorrow.

Bishop Thurbarn Thinks That China 

Should be Taken by the Throat 

and Made to Behave—The 
Latest Advices. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Acting Sec- 
retary Adee has received advices from 
United States Consul-General Jernigan 
at Shanghai, dated July 12, inclosing 
letters received by him from mission- 
aries, giving in detail accounts of the 
events in China leading up to the riots 
against,the missionaries at Chang-Tu, 
in the province of Sze-Cheun. One of 
those from Spencer Lenier,*very com- 
prehensive in scope, dated Chung-King, 
China, says that the West China mis- 
sion Methodist Episcopal Church is the 
only American mission represented at 
Cheng-Tu. The Americans there were 
Rev. Otis Cadis and wife, H. L. Wright 
and wife and two children, and Rev. 
H. F. Peel, wife and two children. This 
mission owned but one piece of prop- 
erty in Cheng-Tu, on which was a Chi- 
nese building, fitted for the residence of 
two families, the Chinese building used 
as a chapel, a dispensary and minor 
structures.

In the attack on the Canadian Metho- 
dist missions, the two physicians in 


ward looted and burned, kept the mob 
at bay, but the officials would give no 
Assistance, although several of them 
were quite near. Late that evening, 
May 28, the members of the American 
‘Methodist mission sought refuge in the 
district magistrate’s house at Yamen, 
but were refused, and told they would 
be protected if they returned home. Re- 
lying on this, they were not ready for 
the mob which soon visited them, and 
had barely time to escape. 

Operations were renewed by the mob 
at daybreak next day, and before noon 
the attack was general in all the Cath- 
olle and Protestant missions. The 
American Methodists from their hiding 
places, in an attic only six feet away, 
watched the mob for twelve hours, 
plundering their house. Some of the 
soldiers assisted in the looting and dug 
up a number of bones, which they took 
to the district magistrate at Yamen, 
telling him they were bones of babies 
which the foreigners had eaten. 

The Viceroy says that Lenier and 
consequently all the other officials were 
simultaneously suffering from a severe 
attack of indisposition. He makes se- 
rious charges against the Viceroy, Cho 
Taoti, claiming that as he had been 
degraded and was soon to be recalled 
he was bent on giving a parting hit, 
both at the foreigners, whom he hated, 
and the government. When the flames 
burst forth from the Roman Catholic 
bishop’s residence, scarcely a stone’s 
throw from the Viceroy’s, he remarked, 
according to Lenier, that this was a 
matter for his successor to attend to, 
and he states that only after everything 
was quite destroyed did the Viceroy 
make an effort to restore order, mean- 
time having sent out telegrams that a 
mutilated child had been found at a 
foreign place, with a result that nearly 
all the natives believed the story. 

Lenier scores the Viceroy severely 
and demands the punishment of hostile 
officials. He encloses copies of the in- 
flammatory placards that were posted 
everywhere charging 
with kidnaping children and using 
from their bodies. 

A letter from H. L. Canwright con- 
firms Lenier's statements. 

George W. Hill, the American Baptist 
missionary in Yachan, teils of the flight 
of himself and party from there and an 
attempt to mob them while going down 
the river in a boat.

Consul-General Jernigen has taken a 
great deal of interest in the recent 
troubles, and has sent several dis- 
patches to the State Department, giving 
information and making suggestions 
for protection. The State Department 
has not called upon the navy for any 
ship or force to land and proceed into 
the interior. Mr. Denby has authority 
to call upon Admiral Carpenter and 
United States forces and under his in- 
structions the Admiral is bound to fur- 
nish them. 

Both State and Navy departments.

power are better able to act for the best 
than those here at Washington. Ac- 
cordingly, Secretary Adee said today 
that he could give Admiral Carpenter 
no instructions, especially as Minister 
Denby at not asked that anything be 
done. the suggestion that the ad- 
miral Ca d send a force in boats he 
said that the Minister and Admiral were 
better able to know whether such a 
course was wise.

MASON CITY (lowa,) Aug. 9.—Bish- 
op Thorburn, the missionary bishop oft 
the Methodist Episcopal church, was 
interviewed last night relative to the 
massacre of Christians in China and, 
knowing all about the conditions there, 
he pronounces the situation very 
alarming. He is fearful that general 
slaughter will soon follow. He looks 
to China to attempt to kill or famish 
all missionaries, but says that he does 
not believe that this can ever be done. 

Asked regarding his opinion as to 
what should be done, he said that 
European powers should at once put 
a strong armed force at the principal 
ports of China and the nation should 
be taken by the throat and made — 
behave. What is true of China, he 
says, is true of Turkey. 

MISSIONARIES DRIVEN OUT. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—The Rev. John 
Anderson, attached to the China inland 
mission in West China, is here on his 
way back to his mission work. The 
China Inland Society, having its head- 
quarters in London, has about five 
hundred workers in China. It is non- 
sectarian. Dr. Anderson said: 

My cable advices from Cheng-Tu, 
the capital of the province of Sez- 
Chuen, in Western China, are that all 
but one of the one hundred or more 
missionaries. of the various — societies 
have been driven down the Yang-Tse- 
Kiang. The trouble must have come 
suddenly. At Cheng-Tu, belonging to 
our mission, were Mr. and Mrs. 
Granger and family, Mrs. Cormuck, 
Miss Hols and Miss Riley and a Scotch- 
man named Vail, the only missionary 
now remaining in that region. At 
Yah-Choo we had no people, but th- 
American Baptists were represented 
there. 

“At Choon-King on the Yang-Ts-- 
Kiang in the same province, there are 
four missions, ours, the Methodists’. 
the London missions, the French and 
the Scoteh Bible Society. The place 
has about 500,000 inhabitants and has 
a British vice-consul. Our people there 
are Mr. and Mrs. Willet: 1 do not 
know what has become of those who 
have fled from Cheng-Tu. They are

RUSSIA AND JAPAN. 


Trouble for Uncle Sam. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. the 
ssia and 
Japan the United States may find it- 
self an unwilling party unless Japan 
retreats from a position which it as- 


ing the progress of the last war with 
China. It is not generally known that 
just before the declaration of armis- 


tice, which preceded the signature 
of the treaty of peace, an issue 
had come up between the United 


States and Japan that threatened to 
lead to actual hostilities between the 
two countries, and that a hostile clash 
was, perhaps, only averted by the con- 
clusion of the China war. 

This issue arose through the asser- 
tion by the Japanese authorities of the 
right to search American vessels, They 
right to 
board an American vessel, and, if they 
chose to take away from her any 
Chinese or any enemies they might 
find, even though they were but pas- 
sengers. Our Minister promptly de- 
nied the existence of such right on the 
part of a combatant, and a hot corre- 
spondence ensued. The Japanesé in- 
sisted on their right, and even when 
Mr. Dun reminded them that the 
United States had gone to war with 
Great Britain on just this issue, and 
forced the abandonment of any claim 
to such a right, they refused to aBate 
their pretensions one jot, though the 
Minister intimated that the first asser- 
tion of such a right would be re- 
garded by the United States as da un- 
friendly act, and, therefore, likely to 
lead to war. 

The matter progressed to the peril- 
ous state that when Admiral Carpen- 
ter was about to escort an American 
merchant ship out of a Japanese port 
to prevent her detention by the Jap- 
anese, the latter, it is said, gave orders 
to the shore batteries at the mouth 
of the harbor to fire upon the Ameri- 
can naval vessels if they attempted to . 
do so. This fact came out after the 
conclusion of the armistice, which, for- 
tunately, occurred at just this point 
in thé negotiations, thereby preventing 
an incident that would certainly have 
resulted in war, but the significant - 
point is that, the Japanese have stead- 
ily clung toe same contention, prom- 
ising serious trouble in the event of 
another war in the East.

WHAT OUR SAFETY DEMANDS, 


It is not gratifying to know of the 
increased immigration that is coming 
to our shores, as times begin to grow 
better and business to revive. Compe- 
tition in this country is keen enough 
already, and work is none too plenty 
for the workingmen we have at present 
in our midst. : 

The American government needs to 
learn and practice a broader lesson of 
protection, one that will keep from our 
shores the ignorant and pauper hordes 
‘that come to our midst to compete 
with American labor, or to be fed by 
it, while it stirs up strife in its ranks 
and vents its bitter and unreasoning 
hate upon capital. 

Just as surely as our ports are flung 
wide open again to the poor, ignorant 
and dissatisfied masses of the Old 
World, and they are permitted to come 


hither without let or hindrance, shall 
we see again, in due time, the scenes | 


of anarchy and violence re-enacted that 
disturbed us last summer, and which 
threatened us with social confusion 
and destruction. 

We cannot disguise the fact, how- 
ever much we may desire to, that the 
character of our population is rapidly 
changing, and that America is no 
longer American to the large extent 
that she was formerly. In New En- 
gland even, the land of steady habits 
and Of Yankee invention and indus- 
try, there is a new strain of blood that 
makes itself felt. Labor is not as self- 
respecting and independent as it was a 
quarter of a century ago. The great 
manufactories employ a large foreign 
element, and not, as formerly, do we 
find the educated sons and daughters 
of New England among the great 
armies of employees who keep the in- 
dustries of New England alive. So 
much of the labor employed there is 


| low and ignorant that the self-respect- 


ing young man and woman who are 
obliged to toil for their daily bread 
hesitate about being employed with it, 
and the feeling that work is not honor- 
able gradually comes to take possession 
of the young mind, and the seeds of a 
class feeling are thereby sown.

But the honest and intelligent for- 
eigner is never out of place among us. 
The man who comes here desirous of 


citizenship, and willing to identify 


himself with us and abide by our laws 
is always welcome, and soon becomes 
American in all but the accident of 
birth. It is the ignorant alien who is 


not law-abiding nor self-respecting; 


who cares nothing for education or 
citizenship, but who stands ready to 
Win his demands by'force, and acts for- 
ever upon the principle that “the world 
owes mie a living, and a living I will 
have, whether I work for it or not,” 


Justice to ourselves and the perman- 
ency of our institutions demand that 
this should be done. 


In no eity of the country have there 

n so many disasters through the 
collapse of buildings as in New York.

A SWARM OF } METEORS. 5 


This Time tor“ Their

The earth is about to plunge into a 
swarm of meteors. In a swarm of 
meteors. and individuals are not. so 
close together as in a swarm of bees. 
Indeed if the meteors were within ten 
miles of each other they wonld be so 
thick that we could not count them, 
for the earth moves in its orbit at the 
rate of eighteen miles per second, and 
the meteors at the rate of forty miles 
per second, thus bringing four within 
the vision between the ticks of a clock. 
It is highly probable that in the swarm 
we are now entering the individuals 
are from 100 to 1000 miles apart—not 
very close neighbors, terrestrially 
speaking, but very intimately associ- 
ated, when we take into consideration 
the magnitude of their orbit and the 
vastness of space; for these meteors 
are moving in a great elliptical 
orbit around the sun, and the earth 
in its annual journey crosses that 
orbit about the 10th of August 
each year. This August shower or 
rather sprinkle of meteors has been 
noticed for about sixty years, and it 

was observed that they proceed from 
a i tind in the northern heavens, called 
the radiant, which is located in the con- 
stellation ‘Perseus, hence they are 
called Perseids. . 

In July, 1862, Prot. Swift, now of the 
Lowe Observatory, and three days 
later, Mr. Tuttle in Europe, discovered 
a bright comet known as Comet III, 
whose orbit was computed, and it was 
found to be identical with the paths 


‘pursued by these August meteors. In 


1866. another comet was discovered by 
Tempel and its orbit corresponded with 
that of the November meteors, which 
proceed from the constellation Leo, and 
are called Leonids. 

The inference was drawn that these 
meteor swarms were but the particles 
of disintegrated comets. In the pres- 
ent instance, the earth is crossing the 
path of a comet whose loosely-associ- 
ated particles have been disintegrating 
or spilling along its path for many cen- 
turies. The comet which blazed forth 
in 1862 is simply the densest portion of. 
the swarm, when the particles were 
compact enough to become visible ata 
distance. 


is one of the most extensive of all the 
meteor swarms. yet observed. When 
nearest the sun it was between Venus 
and theearth and moved with enormous 
velocity. It then swept outward into 
space, pursuing a journey that wilt 
take it nearly a . million miles 
beyond the orbit of the outer planet 
Neptune, and it will be 123 years be- 
fore it again revisits the earth. While 
the August meteors, or Perseids, are 
most numerous on the 9th, 10th and 


‘llth of August, they are ‘also occa- 


sionally observed previous and subse- 
quent to those dates. The writer ob- 
served a very brilliant one on the 
evening of August 7, while sitting on 
the veranda of the Echo Mountain 
House facing south. This gtray eman- 
ation from the great comet of 1862 had 
entered our atmosphere from distant 
space with such planetary’ velocity 
that the mere impact with air raised 
its temperature ot incandescence and 
quickly consumed the little visitor.

The Board of Public Works was 
obliged yesterday to adjourn its place 
of meeting from the regular committee 
room to the Council chamber. Over 
one hundred citizens were present when 
the board was called to order, and oan 
when a score of men are in it, the ad- 
came a necessity. The cause of this in- 
flux of visitors was found in the fact 
that the question of granting a fran- 
chise for an electric railway on West

Permission was granted the faction 
favoring the railway to first address the 
board upon the subject. H. E. Storrs. 
opened the ball by instancing the bene- 
fits to the property-owners which will 
result if the road is operated on Eighth 
street. He warned the board not to be 
deluded into fancying that because the 
Cpnsolidated Company is placing afew 
rails on Ninth street, therefore t . 
on that street is to be immediately elec- 
trized. Messrs. Mays, Wallace, Pep- 
per, Garland, Wells, Johnson and de 
Laguna also spoke, advocating the 
granting of the franchise. The argu- 
ments made were mainly to the effect 
that the value of property would be en- 
hanced by the building of the road on 
the street desired, superior transit facil- 
ities would be afforded, and the estab- 
lishing of a competing line in the terri- 
tory would be a stimulus to the entire. 
section. 

The parties opposing the granting of 
the franchise were allowed opportunity 
to speak and did so with great force 
and fluency. Attorney W. B. Burnett 
inveighed bitterly against what he 
styled the eflorts of a lot of real estate 
boomers and lobbyists to secure a fran- 
chise which, if granted, would practi- 
cally ruin the street for purposes of 
traffic. Mr. Burnett produced the fol- 


Consolidated Electric Railway Compa- 
ny, which was written by Mr. Wood in 
answer to questions as to the disposal 
to be made of the Ninth-street road by 
his company:

Juan Quen, charged with the murder 
ot Liborio Aceda in Castaic Canyon 
Thursday evening, was brought to the 


County Jail yesterday. As the facts | 


which have thus far been developed ap- 
pear to be in his favor it is thought 
probable he will not go to the gallows. 

The first information of the tragedy 
was. received in this city. yesterday 
morning in the form of a dispatch to 
Coroner Campbell from Constable Par- 
dee of Newhall, ‘stating the fact that

uty Sheriff Aguirre. They had a long 
distance to drive after leaving the train 
at Saugus and were not expected to 
reach their destination till last night.

The 
man was iying where he left him, but 
he rode rapidly past without examin- 
ing closely as to Aceda’s condition, At 
Fernando he gave himself up to 
Deputy Sheriff Lopez. He admitted 
that he took two drinks of wine not 
long before he struck Aceda. ' 


Aceda was a married man, ‘but Quen { 


was unmarried. Both of them were la- 
borers.

Packing Butter. 


(George A. Cochran in Creamery 
Journal:) When butter is intended for 
keeping, there is no package to equal 
the kind used by the Australians un- 
less it is the old-fashioned firkin. This 
Australian package is a simple box 
made of white wood (tasteless,) with 
as close a grain as our white pine. It 
is made of three-fourths to seven- 
eighths inch stuff, planed both sides 
and enameled inside with an odorless 
varnish made from their native gum, 
“kauri”, (pronounced co-ri.) The dimen- 
sions’ ot the box are 15½ inches long, 
8% inches wide, and 11%’ inches deep, 
all inside measurements. The box is 
simply nailed with two-inch wire nails, 
ten for sides and twelve for bottom 
and lid. They line the box completely 
with a very heavy parchment paper. 
All the salt they use is that which they 
put in to flavor the butter with, which 
is one-fourth to one-half ounce to the 
pound. No salt is dusted in the pack- 
age or over the paper. When the box 
is full, and before they put on the pa- 
per for top, the spray the butter freely 
with a mild solution of borax. 80 
nicely is this box made that it is vir- 
tually. air-tight when nailed up. 

In May last I saw in. London some 
butter in these boxes that had been 
packed six months. It had, been forty- 
eight days in the refrigerator of a 
steamer and the balance of the time 
in the ordinary temperature of the 
warehouse in London. I was ‘aston- 
ished at what I saw when the, btuter 
was turned out and the paper stripped 
off. The big brick of butter looked as 
bright as the day it was packed. This 
borax pickle glistened all over it like 
the morning dew. Tie butter was as 
sweet on all sides as the center and 
was ready to cut by a retailer with- 
out loss of weight in scraping.
